IMPORTANT DECEARATION, 

On Wednesday morning the following Den 
claration was published by his Majesty's 
Goverument.  ” _ a © 

‘é The Government of France, having by 
an official report communicated by its Mi. 
nister for Foreign Affairs to the Conservative 
Senate on the 10th day of March last, re. 
moved all doubts as to the perseverance of 
that Government in the assertioa of princi. 
ples, and in the maintenance of a system, not 
mere hostile to the maritime rights and com. 
mercial interests of the British empire, than 
inconsistent with the rights and independence 
of neutral natiuns ; and having thereby plainly 
developed thé inordinate preteasions, which 
that system, as promulgated in the Decrees 
of Berlin and Milan, was from the first de. 
sigued ta enforce; his Royal Highness the 
Prince’ Régent, acting in the name and on 
behalf of his Majesty, deems it proper, upon 
this formal and authentic republication of the 
priùciples of those decrees, thus publicty to 
declare his Royal Highness’s determination 
still firmly to resist the introduction and 
establishment of this arbitrary éade, which 
the Government of France openly avows its 
purpose to impose by force upun the world, 
as the law of nations.

Eraumination of Witnesses on the 
Murder of Mr. Perceval. 





(FROM THE BRITISH PRESS.) 





The first witness examined was Mr. Burgess, 
of Curzon-street, May-fair, the tenor of 
whose deposition was a follows:==-He was in 
the lobby of the Mouse of Commons a few 
minutes after five o’clock, waiting to have an 
interview with one of the Members. He 
heard the report of a pistol,saw Mr. Perce. 
val waik forward towârds the House door; 
aid, about the centre of the lobby, stagger 
and fall. He observed the Prisoner, at the 
same moment, with a pistol in his hand, move 
towards the bench near the fire, whither he 
followed him, and took the pistol from his 
hand, or from under his hand, on the Bench. 
The barrel was warm as if just discharged. 
He asked the prisoner what could have ina 
duced him to commit so vile an act? and he 
sail he was an unfortunate man, and had 
sought redress- from Government of his grieve 
ances in vain, or words to that etfcet. He 
confvssed that he was the man guilty of the 
deed. Witness then put his hand into the 
waistcoat pocket of the prisoner, from which 
‘he took a guina in gold, a pound note, a 
Bank token of 5s. Gd. two of 1s. 6d. a small 
peneknife, and a bunch of keys. He also 
observed another person take from the person 
of the Prisoner a pistol similar to that which 
‘be huub himself taken from his hand, together 
with sume papers, which were taken from him 
by General Chseoigee. 

The drpositiou having been rrad. to the 
Prisoner, he was cautioned by Mr. Tuyior 
But to say any thing to criminate h-mself, and 
asked if he had any qtcstions to put to the 
‘witness, [le said, © Perhajs Dr Burgess 
Was less agitated than Ì was; but [ think he 
took the pistel from my hand, and not from 
te bench under me.” N 

Nr, Stephen here entered the room and 
mentiened to the Chairman a cirenmstane, 
which he considered to he important. He 

hid been informed by Mr. Spottiswood, a 
Gentleman ef great respectability. that he 
(Mr. Spottiswood) saw two tall mea running 
through Wos!minster.halt at a time which 
must hare heen nmmediately consequent upon 
the shot being fred, and who, from the rapi. 
dity of their course, he conjvctared at the 
moment were escaping from batt, or from 
come lezat or other restraint, No procved. 
ing took place upon this information. 

General Gaseoigne was the next witness ex. 
amined. He deposed, that, shortly. after five 
o'eisek, as he was writing in the smoking 
rou, he heard the report of fire arms=ehe 
started up, andesnid, € Phat'is a pistol; what 
HH: tnen reushed down sttirs 
to ile lehhy, Aad was told hy the way, that 
Nie. Pereval wasshot. On entering the Îoh. 
by. he foeed the prisoner on the bench see 
err, as we heee already deseribed He also 
ansisted in srccuring bim, aud scarching his 
personsefrom witch he took a banilbe of pit» 
pers ted week pad tape, which the Prisoner 
secmath uawijkag to part with, and which he 
heid aheve his head, to prevent him from re. 
eeverins. Phe Dresure was extreme at this 
thnrs ard, epprehendeng rou aa apparent 
struzele whieh was made, that a rescite was 
attempted, or might be attempted, he delivered 
vp the pagers to Mr, Hame, and held the 
prisoner with additional force, and never “lost 
of him tili that moment he was now 
ueder evmantvation. He tkought it necessar 
also to oh-erve, thar he recognised (he person 
of the privover tte Moment he saw hin, but 
dat net at first vecoitect his name, which he 
now knew fo be GBethmashams he was also 
aware that he was formerly a& merchant of 
Liverpoot. 

Hr. Hume, Member for the county of 
Wiektow, the Gentlem ua albuded to by Ge. 
neval Gascoigne, deposed, that he rashed 
from the House to toe lobby, on the atirm 
being given she saw a crowd collected about 
the peisoner, and saw General Gascoigne teke 
Ur papers. wiieh he then produced, from hus 
persen, le also saw another person draw a 
vivo! Sram tue prisoner's breeches pocket. 
“hese papers Mr. Iume then marked sepa= 
rately, with his inittals, and having enclosed 
them in a sheet ef paper, which he scaled 
with hie own seal, delivered it over to luord 
Castlereagh. 

A Messenger was now dispatched to the 
lodzings of the prisoner, No. 9, New Mill. 
manestreet, Bedford-row, to svcure whatever 
papers or property might there be found. 
A Messenger was likewise dispatched to proe 
eure a pair of hand.cutfs, and the attendance 
of the Police Oilieers. 

The prisoner, on boeing asked whether he 
had any thing to say upon the last desposi- 
tion, stated. that when General Gascoigns 
seized him, he held him with so much violence 
thu! he was apprehensive his arm would be 
broken and that he then said, & You need 
Bot press me, Ì submit myself to justice.” 

Miehael Sexton, a journeyman bookseller,

Mr. Colbourne next gave his testimony==

Frincis Pnillips, of Longsightehall, near 
Manchester, deposed, thar he was stund.ng 
near the free place in the lobby, when hz heard 
the repart of a pistol, H saw Mr Perceval 
walk forward, stagger, and fail on his knees, 
and heard him ezelzim, © Fan murdered?’ 
twiee—he crushed forward, caught bim in hus 
arms, supported his head upon his shoulder, 
and assisted in carrying him into the Seerve 
tary’s room, where he soon after died in hês 
Ormsmit might be ten, five, or fifteen minutes, 
he was so extremely agitated, that he could 
not state the precise tim. He did not hear 
him utter a wor$ from tie time ot his first 
exclamatron unt ars death. 

Francis Romilly, a clerk with a Gentleman 


at Ne. 56, Gowersstreet, wos standing in the 


lobby by one of the pillars on the risht of 
the door ef entrance to the Houses; he saw 
the prisoner and two other persans standing 
together on that side of the lobby next the 
fre.place, and near the door. He saw Mr. 
Perceval enter, and the door shut. He then 
saw two fashes of fire from a pistol hell 
above him. Mr. Perceval advanced, and he 


thought he was not wouuded, till, upon ar. 


riving tn the centre of the lobby, he suddnl 
stopped, cried out, “* [ am merdered}® stag.

The witness did zot bels ve 
that any persons quitted the dobhy ov voe 
Stone steps Conseq tent upon the fiag of the 
Pistol, and if any person did leave ir, he cone 
euved it mrast have been Dy tne side door, 
Whreh eommaunieates with the HLoase of Lords, 
at which there was considerable caufustoa end 
bustte. Ho saw Mr. Burgess take the pistel 
wineh had been discharged from the hard of 
tie prisoner, as well as the other things From 
his waisteoat.poeket. Upon many Members 
Fianing Fram the House, and calling OU tem 
Wia debut? who did it 2 the prisoner ren 
pied, “© fam the unfortunate man=l wish 
Evere in Ar. Perceval's place.” He ree 
peeted, more than once, € | am the unfor- 
tunate man.” Uoon the zreat pressure around 
him, he said, ** f submit myself to the laws, 
or, L submit to Justice.” … Winees also saw 
Mr. Dowling, waam he knows, scarch the 
pockets of the Prisoner, aud take From onte 
an opera glass, wich he handed to witness 3 
and afterwards a small Pistol, corres samding 
in stae with that which hed been taken by Ar. 
Burgess=ethis he auderstood ta be loaded 


Mr. Dowling was then called ; he prodnerd 
the loaded pistol which he had taken from (he 
smlleloths poeket of tice prisoner, and which 
he had Kept in his posses-ion, amul had never 
Lost sight of. though he had pat it into the 
hands of a Meinber at the bar of the house. 

The papers, as brought from the prison. r?. 
todyings, were produced, tied in a ha ulker. 
chief, bv Viekery, tis Bo wasteeet oliver, and 
eonsigned to the ehirge of Lord Ce "terstsh, 
in order that they might be sucaitved to Lie 
Privy Gouucil, 


The examinatious having been brought to 
a conclusion, the prisoner was asked what he 
had to say azainst the fact with which be was 
Charged, and agein cautioned by Sir John 
Cox Hippisley not to say any thing that 
Would be injuricus to himself. 

The prisoner spoke to the following effect :—= 
, “* L have adinitted the fac =l admit the 
fact; but wish, with permission, to state 
Something in my justifieation. E have been 
denied redress of my grievances by Govern. 
Meut; have been illstreated. They all know 
who fam, and what [ am, through the Se.

Here Lord Castlereagh interfered, and in. 
forned the prisoner that he was not then call. 
ed on for hie defence, but merely to say what 
he hat to urge in contradiction to the fact 
With which he was charged. Any thing he 
Might feel desirous af stating in extenuation 
Of Ius erune, he had better reserve for his 
treat. 

Tke prisoner said, “Since it seems best to 
Yuu that f should not now explain the causce 
of uiy conduct, L wul leave it untill the day 
of my teral, when my country well have an 
Opporsumty of jd,ing whether L am right 
or wrong.” 

Upon being again questioned, he repeated, 
££ Fadmit the fact 5”? which admission was ac. 
Cordingly entered upon the reeord. The 
Bow.street Odicers were then called in; and 
the prisoner having been perinitted to dress, 
was hand.cutted by Viekery and Adkins, 

Mr. Whitbread then suggested the pros 
pricty of the prisones’s being conducted down 
stairs by oue or two of the Magistrates & the 
Officers, his commitment to his Majesty's jail 
of Newgate having been previously made out;

Phe Chairaven called the attention ef 
the Moeting to the objects for wiich this 
Court had been sprcialiy summoned, 
Rum ty, to lay b fore them the state of the 
ne ccution between his Mujesty’s Mie 
ntsers aad the Court of Pirectors. He 
Was sorry to annousce, that the fesult of 
Uit mezociation wou hear so 
favourabie an aspect as it did at the Inst 
Meeting. Phe prpers which would be 
road to them woud best explain the 
dsiculties wich had arisen. 

The papers were then read by the Clerk,

interior of the country, and the beneficial 
effect of town sales by public auction. A 
variety of hints and observations, generally 
embracetl in the propositions contained in 
the previous correspondence, are then 
adduced, to shew the sound policy upon 
which the Company contend for the extene 
sion ef their Charter ; they observe, among 
many other observations, (hat, with respect 
to the shipping to be employed, should 
the trade be thrown open (with the 
exception of that to China) it woull be 
desirable not to employ vessels of less than

of 21,009,0004, sterling annually employs 
ed, which produces to the Revenue 
4,000,6004. and, in addition, a saving of 
150,9004, in the collectiom, woutt be afs 
fected=urd that these benefits woukl be 
endangered by the Praposcch measure.” 

The CHAIRMAN addresserl tha Meeting, 
and ebserved, that by the uafortunate re= 
suit of the negociation, as unforeseen as it 
was unexpected by (he Court of Directors, 
the slearest interests of the Proprietors were 
at stake. Fhe untortunate result could 
only arise from the clamours (it was an 
unlortuumte word to use, but he knew of 
no other more expressive) made by the 
traders in the out-ports, who conceived 
their interest would be benefited by opening 
the trade ; the inrpression they had suffer.

had individual proofs of your paternal kind.
